Brewing Com panies M ust Pay 
the 
Dow T ax in Counties in W hich 
They Do Business. 
Prosecuting Attorney A. C. Lewis, 
of Jefferson county, received word an­ 
nouncing that the United States su­ 
preme court had affirmed the former 
decision in the case of the Reyman 
Brewing company versus H. S. Bristor, 
treasurer of Jefferson county. 
This means that the brewing com­ 
pany must pay the Dow' tax in Jeffer­ 
son county. Treasurer Bristor seized 
their property at 
the cold 
storage 
plant in Steubenville because 
they 
did not pay the tax claimed, amount­ 
ing to $800. 
The brewing company obtained 
a 
temporary injunction in the 
United 
States circuit court at Cincinnati, re­ 
straining the treasurer from collect­ 
ing the tax. 
On a final hearing the 
injunction was dissolved and the brew'- 
ing company then carried the case to 
the supreme court, which has now' af­ 
firmed the decision dissolving the in­ 
junction.

Brewing Companies Must Pay 
the 
Dow Tax in Counties in Which 
They Do Business. 


P ro s e c u tin g Attorney A. C. Lewis, 
of Jefferson county, received word an­ 
nouncing that the United States su­ 
preme court had affirmed the former 
decision in the case of the Reyman 
Brewing company versus H. S. Bristol*, 
treasurer of Jefferson county. 
This means that the brewing 
com­ 
pany must pay the Dow tax in Jeffer 


s o n county. 
T reasurer Bristor seized 
their property at 
the cold 
storage 
plant in Steubenville because 
they 
did not pay the tax claimed, amount­ 
ing to $800. 
The brewing company obtained 
a 
temporary injunction in the 
United 
States circuit court at Cincinnati, re 
straining the treasurer from collect­ 
ing the tax. 
On a final hearing the 
injunction was dissolved and the brew­ 
ing company then carried the case to 
the supreme court, which has now' af­ 
firmed the decision dissolving the in­ 
junction.
